Mall to have Yuletide tree

A resolution for a Christmas tree to be 
placed in the mall by the Student 
Government Association (SGA) received 
approval at the SGA senate meeting 
Friday. 

Some dissent was voiced over the 
resolution claiming that it was a 
“Christian tradition.’’ But several 
senators countered by arguing that it was 
a “pagan tradition’’ and its primary 
purpose was to promote the holiday spirit 
on campus. ‘‘Besides, it would be nice to 
have during finals,” one senator said. 


INDIVIDUAL students and campus 
organizations will be invited to decorate 
the tree, according to a Student Welfare 
Committee recommendation. 


Legislation concerning the summer 
Senate composition and regulations was 
vetoed by SGA President Bill Lyons. 
Richard Dancy believed “we should 
override Lyons’ veto of the resolution. If 
any problems arise, the resolution could 
be amended,” he said. He also brought up 
that “‘separation of powers is very im- 
portant in a democratic body such as the 
senate." 


A MOTION to override Lyons’ veto 
failed. A motion was passed to renumber 
the legislation and to put it back in the 
Rules Committee for revision. 


A resolution from the Student Welfare

Committee concerning illegal parking in 
the areas designated for the handicapped 
also gained senate approval. Comprised οἱ 
three parts, the first part of the legislation 
recommended that the Campus Police 
impose a $5 fine on students and faculty 
who park in the specially marked parking 
zones reserved for the handicapped. 


THE SECOND part of the resolution 
dealt with sending a letter to Chancellor 
Donald E. Shipp requesting him to notify 
the faculty of this problem. The final part 
was a request that the name of student and 
faculty violators be made available to the 
Almagest and to John Tabor, director of 
Information Services, for the weekly 
faculty newsletter.

In other business, an emergency 
resolution for the SGA to appropriate $100 
to send Dancy, chairman of the Academic 
and Social Freedoms Committee, and 
Mark Stevens to a Student Rights Con- 
ference at LSU-Baton Rouge last weekend 
was proposed. It was further stipulated 
that a ‘‘concrete report by turned into the 
SGA within two weeks after the con- 
ference.” After considerable discussion on 
the merit and benefits of such a trip, the 
resolution was approved.

In a recent special report and ac- 
companying editorial, the Almagest 
pointed out that, while LSUS was cer- 
tainly one of the better designed schools 
for those handicapped (particularily in 
a wheelchair), there were still a few 
things that provided major difficulties. 


We are most happy to report that 
within the last few weeks actions on 
several fronts have been taken to 
alleviate those problems. 


For example, there has now been 
added a new lower water fountain in 
Bronson Hall so that a wheelchaired 
person is able to get a drink (the others 
are just too high). A small thing? Not 
for someone ina wheelchair. Before the 
new fountain, the only small one on 
campus was in the east end of the 
Science Building—a long way from 
Bronson Hall. 


Now that journey is unnecessary. 


Also, anew ramp up to the Snack Bar 
is just being finished this week. The 
sturdy, wide, wooden ramp replaces a 
narrow aluminum one which really 
wasn’t for wheelchairs anyway but for 


soft drink delivery. The old ramp was 
virtually impossible for a wheelchaired 
person to scale without some type of 
assistance, usually from two people. 
The result was that literally nobody ina 
wheelchair was ever in the Snack Bar. 


Along the same lines, the Student

Government Association (SGA) is also 
helping the handicapped. The senate 
passed a resolution which, among other 
things, calls for an increase in parking 
fines for those who park in spaces 
reserved for the handicapped. 


This is a thoughtful and noble effort 
and certainly should be adopted by the 
university. Parking fees here, par- 
ticularily for those parking in the 
reserved spaces, are extremely small 
and offer little deterrence (fines at 
other schools are sometimes as high as 


$15). 


In addition to the increased fines, the 
resolution asks the chancellor to remind 
teachers not to park in the spaces and 
also releases all names of those who 
violate the rule to the newspaper. Both 
ideas are good and will hopefully add to 
the effect of the resolution. 

All in all, the improvements have 
indeed made LSUS one of the most well- 
suited universities in the state for 
handicapped people. The ad- 
ministration should be thanked for their 
honest concern, as should the SGA for 
their actions. The results are something 
the entire student body can be very 
proud of.

Fair booth 


To the Editor: 

It has just been brought to our 
attention that a story in the 
October 24, 1975, issue of the 
Almagest in connection with the 
LSUS booth at this year’s 
Louisiana State Fair contains 
some implied criticisms of State 
Fair officials which are not 
based on fact. 

We would like to point out 
some of these such as the 
statement, ‘‘. the senator 
claims he didn’t even receive 
the official letter of invitation 
from State Fair officials until 
Oct. 6, well past deadlines. . .' 

The fact is that State Fair 
officials did not handle the in- 
vitations to the various par- 
ticipants, but this was done by 
the State Department of 
Education, which is in complete 
control of the Department of 
Education Building on the Fair 
Grounds, 

Another, which 15. merely 
repetition in different words, but 
still not factual, “‘ ‘The fair of- 
ficials forgot to mail our’s and 
consequently we were late 
getting our instructions’.” 

Another direct quote: ‘“‘We 
just didn’t have time to get 
enough passes or to put up a nice 
exhibit representative of the 
school’.”’ Again, the State Fair 
had nothing to do with the 
allocation of passes for this 
building, although the article 
infers as much. 

The statement that ‘State 
Fair Officials could not be 
contacted for comment’ ap- 
parently is designed to imply 
that State Fair officials refused 
to discuss the situation and 
therefore made themselves 
unavailable. 

This is certainly not true. If an 
effort was made to contact State 
Fair officials, it was directed to 
an office other than ours. 

The State Fair office is open 
throughout the year in the 
Grandstand, Monday through 
Friday, except for legal 
holidays, and frequently is open 
on Saturdays and Sundays when 
we have events scheduled on the 
Grounds. 

We are listed in the telephone 
directory as “Louisiana State 
Fair,"’ with the telephone 


number, 635-1361, and have been

Phyllis Graham, director of 
placement, bought one for 
herself and one for her husband. 
Dr. Gary Brashier vice chan- 
cellor for academic affairs, 
bought one last year and hangs 
it in his office every year. 

She considered sending an ad 
for the stockings to a national 
magazine but decided against it. 
“T was afraid I wouldn't be able 
to keep up with the demand. 1 
wouldn't want to be pushed for a 
deadline.”’ 


MRS. VERDUIN is currently 
selling the stockings to area 
shops.

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Pathology assistant sees 
work as ‘realistic’ goal

On campus he is known at Jim Jones, senior biology major 
and med school hopeful. His only claim to fame js being vice 


president of Eta Sigma Gamma (Health Science Club) and © 


student ID photogher during registration. But for 40 hours a 
week he becomes Jim Jones, histologist technician and 
pathologist assistant for the Ellis-McCormick Lab at Bossier 
General Hospital, a job he has held for the last three months. 


IN LAYMAN’S TERMS, Jim studies the microscopic 
structure of human tissues. ‘‘We cut the ‘gross’ tissues we get 
from outside hospitals, search them for cancerous elements, 
and put them in a container, 

‘Next the tissue is fixated, dehydrated, put in paraffin, 
embedded. Then it is cut with a special knife, stained and sent 
to the pathologist.’’ Jim said that some of the more common 
tissues used were appendices, gall bladders and uterus. 

Cutting and staining tissues is only part of Jim’s workload. 
“Once or twice (Bossier coroner) Dr. McCuller gives us an 
autopsy case, of which there are two kinds: ‘in house,’ con- 
cerning people who die in the hospital and done only at the 
family’s request; and ‘forensic.”’’ 


JIM SAID FORENSIC autopsies are done on those who die 
outside the hospital and concerns those cases that the coroner 
deems necessary. A tally of autopsies is kept in case of late 
discrepancies, and for the sake of records and reference 
purposes. 


The techniques and procedures used are extremely precise 
and meticulous. As he described the process, it became 
evident that assisting a pathologist is not a job for the faint-of- 
heart. But Jim was calm and philosophical about it. 

‘“T try to treat them (the bodies) as individuals and to havea 
certain amount of respect for them. We don’t get careless with 
or manhandle a body. We want to leave the body as natural as 
possible for the mortician.” 


AS WITH ANY other job, pathologist assistant has its pit- 
falls. ‘‘Sometimes when you start doing your work you don’t 
think of them as people and you have to remind yourself that 
they are, But the worst thing is the smell involved.”’ 

Luckily for Jim, his employers set and expect high stan- 
dards. ‘‘Dr. McCormick doesn’t like sloppiness or laziness on 
the job. He likes and expects a real professional attitude.” 


Harboring no aspirations of becoming a doctor, Jim said he 
wants to continue working at the Lab. ‘‘Majoring in biology, 
you can become either a realist or an optimist about your 
chances of going to med school. 


“Τ᾽ ἃ rather become a realist and face the probablilty of the 
remote chance of med school and maybe specialize in what 
I'm doing. Although you never ‘like’ it, it’s interesting from a 
scientific approach and you gain a lot of knowledge. It's a good 


job.”
